Answers to the advertisomont came in from
all quarters. Persons in every grade of pro-
fosstonal and commercial life, tailors and
shoomakers, physicians, l"'i"ﬁ" <-nl|.n|,'.i.ll|.;m'
schioolmasters, watchmakers, napotheearies,
organists, yrofessed Lhamsolves practical st
dents of the ocenlt seience, and desirons of
further enlightenment in their as yet nusne-
oeanfnl quest after the great elixir, The iden
that an influential "“Hermeotic Sooiety” was in
existence, infused new hope into these iso-
lated genrchers, But on how basoless a fabric
their hope was built eventually appearad,
when the archives of the socistly were sub-
mitted to inspection, and it was fouid to have
congisted of two members only, two West-
phalian doctors of obseure fame.,  On the let-
ters they had received in consequence of their
advertisement were found indorsed the words
“answored evasively.”

Those facts are told us in a lecture recently
delivered at Leipsic by Professor Erdmann,
and published in the Gartenlaube, From his
statements, and from other sources, we pro-
pose to put togethor a few notes relutive to
the exploded science—the ecceniric torch-
bearer to chemical discovery—whose annals
contribute such notable pages to the moral
romanoe of the Middlo Ages.

We do not profess to give its history in
formal sequence. We do not disonss the tra-
ditions of its Ul’igill anmong the RAgeR of lj:i_g_‘.'lt! '
nor ponder over the ambiguous insoription on
the Emerald Table of Hermes Trismegistus—

the ‘“‘Apocalypse of Alchemy,” as De,
Erdmann calls it That Moses was
giving proof of his skill as an “adept”
when he dissolved the golden ealf and
made the rebellions [sraclites imbibe it

in a liguid state, that the long-lived an-
tediluvian patriavehs had in fact got hold
of the Elivir Vitw, that Noah wius commanded

thirteenth contury that it stepped into this
ition, brought to it wninly throngh the
intercourse of the Arubs with Europe, 'The
heyde ¢ of its \thif.:.' iy be said to liave con-
Hn from the thirteenth to the sixtoenth
gentury, After the Revival of Learning it
declined in estimation; but it still maintained
. & very considerable sway over those portions
of gociety where mental activity had not been
fmpelled into the new channels, Of its preva-
lence in Germany, espacially duving the seven-
teenth century, Professor Erdmann relates
many eurions instances, To these we shall
resently recur, 'he nbsolute denth of
Rlchemy, or the *‘Spagiric Art,” as it used
pometimes to be called, cannot be assigned to
an earlier date than the publication of Lavoi-
gier's “‘Modern SBystem of Chemistry,” eighty

years ago. And here again, when wo spenk
of its *“‘abeolute death,” it must be ohserved
that, even in our own times, chemisty
of frst-rate rank have aceordea a cor-
tain degree of recognition to itsa  fun-
damental hypothesis, Sir Humphrey Davy

is not alone in avowing his opinion  that the
tranemutations of metals need not be consi-
dered an im nm&il:ili!y. Metals, it is argnod,
are composite bodies, bronght into their
actual condition by the hidden ura-rminns of
nature.  'Why may not man, who has wrested
so many secrets from her already, find ont
this wrt of metal-making also, and by some
imitative process form similar combinations
nnder the same relative conditions? DBul
what purpose? If the art resnlted in a mo.
nopoly by some dexterous patentee, gold-
mnlt.ing would before long come to be made
penal; if every one might without hindrance

his own Oalifornia in his own cmeible,
gold would soon cease to be the standard of
value,

But Zas the transmutation ever been
effected? Here the testimony of enlightenad
modern inguiry is emphatically No, in spite
of the half-affirmations we meet with lLere
and there; as, for instance, in a “‘History of
Alch y" alluded to lly Professor I".rnhm:nn.
p‘l.lbh!ih(.'d a8 late as 1502, wherein the author
exXpresres his belief that at loast five “Adnpts"
or masters of the art of transmutation have,
in the course of ages, mads good their claims
to the title.

Before we proceed fuvther, let us note
what were the definite objects which the al-
chemista proposed to themselves in their ve-
searches, and which these ndepts profesed to
have accomplished. 'The doctrines on which
their science rested were three: —

B Thﬂi_ rald could be produced from
metals which themseolves contuined no gold,

by the application to them of an artiticial
preparation. This preparstion went by the
name of the Philosopher's SBtone, the Grant
Elixir, the Great Magisterinm, and the Red
Tincture. It was n ll)lh‘ll to metals whon
ﬁiﬁy had been fused into a Iit‘llitl state. and
the act of application wns called projection,

2. That silver could be similarly produced
out of metals containing no silver, by the ap-
lication of another preparation called the

tone of the Becond Order, the Little Elixir,
the Little Magisterinm, and the White Tine-
ture. 'This, naturally, was in mnch loss re-

uest than the other, and i ymnch less talled
sbout in the records of alchamy.

ing marvellons qualities for preserving life
and renewing youthful vigor, How far the
philosopher’s stone and the elixir of life were

By some the latter has been desoribed as
having the properties of sea water; by
others as an invigorating paste; by others
a8 liquid gold; by others—Raymond Lulli,
for instance — as something very like
honest port and sherry. T'his olixir of lifo was
sought by the emlior alchemists much more
eagerly than was the stane in its transmuting
properties, but it faded into discredit sooner;
the nvarice of mankind proved stronger than
their 10\'8 of oxistenco; or, l'lﬂl,'ll“l}}i we ahonld

&7, the great disprover Death waws aore gou-

vineing in his arguments than the obatinnoy
of metallic ores.  Gold might be “exhibitad”
by astute contrivinees where honest moans
n{fnhriimling it hnd failed; no deceit could
“eaxhibit” life in the individual whose hour
of fate had really come,

To hit upon the right composition of the
greater magisterinm, whether as a medicine
or a transmuter of metals, was, then, the pri-
mary aim and end of alchemy throughont.
To decompose all metals into their primitive
oconstitnents, 8o us to ascertain the. relntive
value of each, and to learn how to recombing
them in certain specific proportions, was a
necessary part of the process; and henee
rosulted the inestimable service rendorad by
alchemy to true scicnoe—the satablishment of
the principles of chomicnl analysis, As to the
nature and properties of the wonder-working
stone, nothing con be more vagne, contvi-
dictory, and hyperholical than the reports
of professed adepts on  the sabject,
Either ﬂn‘-.\' Hll'l'lj,.:llimgﬂiﬂh their conscions
ignormnee by allogor langnage, or they
pretended to make n mystery of some simpla
and inefficacions process; or thinking they
really had, or were in the way of guining the
pecret, they tried to mystify those who might
perchance have followed up their indiciations
too elevorly,  Thin sllegoricnl jargon may be
ivstanced by a quotation from tho verges dedi-
eatory of George Nipley, canon of Bridling.
ton, the English alchemist, addressed to King
Edward IV, Ho sums np his lore ns follows:

Murk the pious sentiment with which Riploy
concludes., It 14 o notable ciremmstance thal
from the thirteenth to the fifteenth century
the pursuit of slechemy was elosely conneoctad
with the religions sentiment, or, at all events,
professed such connection. Its prominent
advoeates then, and, indead, to a later dule,
were wont to Rperk of themselves us devout
ill\'i'hli!,{ntlll'ﬂ of the traths of God discoverable
in the warvels of nature—discovernble only
by the pure and pationt, They cliimed for
their pursnit the sume religious dignity which
Christians of the “*broad” school in modern
theology are bold to claim for seientifie study,
on the ground that the God of Revelution 14
ilso the God of Natiure, and speaks to man
by the one mode as well ns by the other,
Their expressions ure often noble and ele-

viated., Mear Johannes Strangunere, in his
dying injunetions to his son, in 1432: —“Upon
the salvation of t! sonl do not foreet the
poor: and in any w look well Lo thysslf,
that thon do not diselose the socrets of Chis
scionce to any covetous worldly man.” In
Faberas “Propugonenlum  Aleliymim,™ pub.

lished in 1044, we have the religions theory
of the soience thus statad: —*“*Thao
stone of the ]'lll.niun'.np]li'l'u i4, by all tho
anthors who bhave (rented of it, esteemed to
be the greatest gift of God on earth, = * =
Ag therefore it 15 so groat and mighty a gift
of God, the most necessary thing in order
that wan should attain to a knowledgo of ity
excellence und worth, is wisdom which 18 be-
stowed by God on very few.

Were not the four-
teen hospitals, three chapels, and Seven
churches that ho built, restored, or endowed,
indisputable evidence of the wvalidity of his
claims to the possession of the goll-making
stone P 'What if the ineredulous, even in his
own time, whispered that he was n miser and
n usurer, that he extorted his pelf from Spin.
ish Jows, and wad a general money-dender to
the dissipated youth of Paris ¥ Avaunt, sush
ignoble ealnmnies !

If thie hermetie seionce hore on the whole
A “holy and harmless” character among the
inquiring intellects of the thirteenth century,
alroady, in the fourtoenth, the quest after the
secret of inexhaustible riches had induoeed a
spirit of rivalry and deception which cansed
gorious inconvenionoces to society. It ia to he
romarked that the early alohemists invariably
went by fthe name of “‘philosophers;” the
term “*pold-makers” was applied in later timoes
and in a derogatory sense, Muny Popes and
other potentutes songht to make the practice
of “‘multiplication,” as it was somoetimes
termed, penal. But in wain: “‘maltipliers
multiplied. Coins and medals wore minted
from what at all eventy passad for fabricated
gold, to the great detriment of commercial
interests.  Henty 1V of Englind issned o
stringent prohibition of the "t-ir'!i-:"‘. The
God-fearing Henry VI eagerly encouraged
it, repealing his grandfather's statate, and
oxhorting all classes of his subjocts to gonrch
for the socret in the spirit of loyalty, for the
roplenishment of his coffers; his charaoteris
tic piety coming ont in the specinl charge to
the clergy, as being nndoubtedly possessed of
tho powar of transmuting subsiances in one
way, and therefore more likely !mrhnp-& (1)
succeed in the other.

This
metal, on which, ab all events, imperial power
coulc pass the flaf of curréncy, she henevo-

lently sold to the poor as genuine metal,
The Malgrave Jobn of Brandenbure
wits 80 great & proficient in  the labors
of the orucible that he was surnamel
“the Alchemist,” and hix residence at the
Plussenburg, near Culmbach, was a head-

ynarter of the profession. Hiw finne, how-
aver, was outdone in the following contury
by that of the Fmperor Rudolph LI, whose
